SHANGHAI NOW 
IS THREATENED 
COST MAY BE FOUR 
AND HALF BILLION

NANKING, April 22— A 
million fast-moving Chinese 
Communist troops closed in 
on Nanking today, forcing 
the government to flee by air 
and threatening the great 
metropolis of Shanghai to 
the south. 
A Communist broadcast 
said that 300 thousand men 
crossed the Yangtze river at 
the outset of a pincers move­ 
ment designed to smash Nan­ 
king’s crumbling defenses. 
The announcem ent claimed that 
18 ships of the Chinese Nationalist 
navy, including a destroyer and 
three gunboats, were sunk when 
the communists surged across tho 
Yangtze under a blaze of heavy ar­ 
tillery fire. 
Urged To Leave 
Top Nationalist officials fled the 
capital by non-stop airlift and all 
American 
civilians 
along 
with 
other neutrals were urged to get 
out of Nanking by any means pos­ 
sible.

The 
hard-driving 
communists 
apparently seized the Nationalist 
stronghold of Kiangyin, midway 
between Shanghai and N inking, 
cut the N’anking-Shanghai railroad 
and left only the air for a Nation­ 
alist escape route. 
Strict martial law was imposed 
on Shanghai in the face of the 
swift communist advances threat­ 
en mit to cut off the great port 
city from the rest of China. 
General Chen Ta Ching. com­ 
m ander of the Nationalist garrison, 
declared the city ‘ in a state of 
war” and ordered the rigorous re-

WASHINGTON, April 22. 
—President Truman asked 
Congress today xo enact a 
“ sensible and realistic” pro­ 
gram of compulsory health 
insurance which he 
said 
“ will save a great deal more 
than its costs.” 
The Chief Executive sent 
a special message to Con­ 
gress outlining the nation- 
w i d e medical-aid system 
which is expected to cost 
about four and a half billion 
dollars. 
Mr. Truman declared that “\ol-j 
untary plans have proved inade- j 
quate to meet the nation’s health ’ 
needs. He said: 
Many Need Aid 
"It is no longer just the poor 
who are unable to pay for ail the 
medical care they need—such tare 
is now beyond the means of all but 
the upper income groups.” 
The president emphasized that 
his plan would not "require doc­ 
tors to become employes of the 
government” nor, he said, will It 
disturb the freedom of physicians 
and hospitals to determine the 
nature and extent of treatment to 
be given. 
Mr. Truman has indicated that 
he will follow up the message with 
a 
nationwide radio address ex­ 
plaining the necessity for enact­ 
ment of the legislation he asks. 
In renewing for the fourth time 
his request for compulsory ncalth 
insurance to be paid for on a 50-50 
basis by employes and employers, 
the president asked:

The British Sloop. Amethyst was driven ashore onto Rose 
Island, near Nanking in the Yangtze river, by hea vy fire from Red shore batteries.

SHANGHAI. April 2 2 —(INS)— 
A U. S Navy doctor joined two 
British officers today in a daring 
attem pt to penetrate the bloody 
Yangtze \ alley crossfire that iso­ 
lated 40 wounded British seamen 
from plane and ship rescue ef­ 
forts. 
The doctor. Lieut. Commander 
Jem es W Packard, left Nanking in 
a jeep with the assistant naval and 
military’ attaches of -the British 
embassy in a bid to rescue the 
wounded men of the British sloop 
Amethyst. 
A second Royal Air Force Sun­ 
derland flying boat landed briefly 
beside the Amethyst this morning, 
but was forced to take off immed­ 
iately by Communist light artillery. 
The plane carried medical sup­ 
plies. personnel and a chaplain, 
who were unable to land. 
The Amethyst, one of four B rit­ 
ish warships attacked 
by shore 
batteries in artillery duels which 
left 44 British seamen dead and 
92 wounded, lies badly damaged 
and cut off in the m idst of the rag­ 
ing Communist offensive.

ATLANTA, Ga„ April 22.—(INS) 
—Police today pinned their hopes 
to solving the murder of John 
Garris, 
handsome 
Metropolitan 
Opera tenor, on a "lucky break” 
tracing a mysterious phone call. 
Investigators said the 36-year- 
old singer made several calls to 
a hotel for men before his body 
was found in an Atlanta alley yes­ 
terday with a .38 caliber bullet 
through his heart. 
It was learned that one of the 
calls was made by Garris shortly 
before going to dinner with Mrs. 
Alfred Mayer, Atlanta socialite and 
Miss Herta Glatz, also a member 
of the Met’s touring opera com­ 
pany. 
Neither could tell who Garris 
was trying to reach or why. 
Police admitted they were ‘get­ 
ting nowhere” toward breaking the 
case involving the singer who fled 
his native Germany in 1941. came 
to the U. S. as a freighter seaman, 
and started up the ladder of op­ 
eratic fame.

BATTLE OCCURS 
IN INDIANAPOLIS 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
April 
22 — 
(INS)—America’s “Public Enemy 
No. 1” was in serious condition in 
an Indianapolis hospital today alter 
sharp-shooting FBI agents cut him 
down 
in a running gun battle 
through the city’s crowded streets. 
The 
desperado,

Johnson, 30-year-old escaped con­ 
vict and bank robber, was wounded 
while shooting his way out of a 
trap but later was captured in a 
physician’s office. 
"Man Most Wanted”

confronted 
by 
three 
FBI 
agents as he left his hotel last 
night. He whipped out a pistol and 
opened fire as he fled down the 
street. 
The G-men returned the fire 
and wounded the desperado before 
he jum ped into a taxi and ordered 
the cabbie to drive him to a doc­ 
to r’s office. Another shot through 
the rear window of the cab struck 
Johnson in the back. 
The agents and scores of pas- 
aersby, who scurried to cover in 
the hail of gunfire, escaped in­ 
jury. Two vehicles, however, were 
damaged by shots.

Explosion At Oil Storage 
Plant At Inglewood, 
Cal., Early Today 
(BULLETIN) 
INGLFWOOD, Cal., April 22.— 
(INS)— A terrific explosion at the 
Basin Oil Co’s storage plant in 
Inglewood rocked the area early 
tody. 
Police said the blast occurred in 
a steam boiler and ignited a gas 
line. 
The fire was brought under con­ 
trol and extinguished quickly. 
The explosion let go at 6:01 
a. m. EST with a bright flash that 
was visible for miles. Its jarring 
force awoke sleeping residents for 
blocks around. 
Power lines in the plant area 
were ripped loose and part of a 
large smokestack on one of the 
plant buildings was wrecked. 
A series of storage tank explo­ 
sions and fire at the same plant 
resulted in the loss of three lives 
last year. 
Police said there were no casual­ 
ties in this morning’s blast and 
fire. 
Forty police were assigned as 
guards against the hazard caused 
by the broken high tension power 
lines.

MEXICO CITY — (INS) — Tele­ 
vision may come to Mexico within 
the next few years. Six applica­ 
tions for television stations have 
been sent to the ministry of pub­ 
lic works and work has begun on 
the establishment of control regu­ 
lations. 
Although the applications have 
been in the hands of the ministry 
for some time, the policy has been 
one of careful study and avoidance 
of haste in order to avoid heavy 
losses and premature purchases of 
receivers before channels could be 
allocated. 
“ The lessons learned in other 
countries will be applied here and 
the mistakes they have made will 
serve as a guide to prevent similar 
errors here,” the director general 
of telecommunications said. 
Further studies will be carried 
out and permits will not be grant­ 
ed until the ministry is satisfied 
the applicants can and will carry 
out the operations.

One Placed On Trial 
No President has ever been put 
on trial but once and that failed 
ingloriously—that was the charge 
of high crime and misdemeanor 
brought against President John­ 
son because of his lax adm inistra­ 
tion within the nation.

The 
action of Congress and the Su­ 
preme Court on many occasions 
has been no credit to them.

PLAYING IT SAFE 
Latest quarterly report of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers ih about a> unsatisfactory a docu­ 
ment as any governmental agency has ever produced. But 
it must be admitted that it has the merit oi candor. 
««We cannot,” tlie advisers confess, “ predict which 
wav the nation’s economy will turn in tiie next tew 
m onths.” There may be inflation, it is asserted, and there 
may be a depression. 
If that is the best the council can do, there would seem 
to be a question whether it ought to be kept in exis­ 
tence. Considering the fact that the members arc supposed 
to be experts in the field and have had access to facts 
and figures denied the public, something more definitive 
in tlie form of a report should have been forthcoming. 
The council makes its own uncertainty as to the future 
the basis for a plea to Congress to grant the President 
the standby authority to curb inflation which he has 
sought on several occasions. 
ft may be doubted, however, that Congress will be 
sufficiently impressed to do now w hat it has previously 
refused to do. 
The council’s report is not of a type to 
inspire confidence in the agency’s powers of prophecy. 


SCARED RUSSIANS 
Last fall American delegates to the United Nations 
were in a quandary. 
There was an election campaign, 
and control of the government seemed destined to change 
parties. 
Despite what is termed the bipartisan foreign 
policy, they were fearful of shifts th at might em barrass 
them if they took strong stands. 
So they tried to mark 
time. 
Russian delegates, reports the United Nations World, 
are in a similar position today. An extensive shakeup in 
personnel is under way back home, but they have not re­ 
ceived any new instructions. They are trying to play safe, 
and so are delegates from satellite countries. 
I’hey are 
far more to be pitied than were American delegates last 
fall. After all, Dewey might have reappointed Mrs. Roose­ 
velt. And mistakes in Soviet countries are so fatal. 
A government that sets insoluble problems for its sub­ 
ordinates, while brandishing the threat of a treason trial 
if they guess wrong, must be hard to work for. 
Good executives in free countries, whether they work 
for government or for private business, know that this 
Gestapo attitude toward subordinates is not the best 
way to assure their loyalty or to got them to give their 
best. 
This attitude in Moscow has* already cost Russia the 
wholehearted support of Tito and endangered her hold 
on all her satellites except Rumania. It may at last prove 
to be a fatal weakness in Stalin’s regime.

WASHINGTON. D C., April 22 —Those low moans from the Labor 
Movement can be con*idered both a farewell to recent hopes and a la­ 
ment for the foreseeable future. Only Die hard of heart can take any 
pleasure from the come-down suffered by this group since the high 
promises of the November election. 
In the immediate aftermath of 
the Tru Deal victory there hardly beat a Labor heart which did not swell 
with anticipation of great things to come 
The hated Taft-Hartle.v Act 
was to be cast aside. The Wagner Act—that "magna charta of Labor" 
—was once more to rule the land. 
There was even serious talk that 
some of the big names in Labor would get White House appointments. 
Far-fetched as it seem» now, there were suggestions that James C arey 
of the CIO might replace General Marshall, then Secretary of State, 
or Lewis Douglas, our restless Ambassador to the labor-government 
Court of St. James’s. 
But Things Went Wrong 
But things went wrong. 
Tlu Taft-Hartley repealer was handled 
with cockiness at Labor headquarters and with highhandedness at the 
White House. 
Not long before the Administration Labor Bill was in­ 
troduced by Senator Thomas of Utah, there was a mild pressure cam­ 
paign to have the bill withheld. 
Sagacious men with Labor’s interest 
at heart urged that a milder course be adopted. 
They advised that 
the Taft-Hartley Act be amended, piece by piece, until the desired re­ 
sult was obtained. 
They warned that an attempt at outright repeal, 
particularly if coupled with restoration of the Wagner Act. would be 
more tnan Congress would take. Too many congressmen were on record 
as favoring the Taft-Hartley Act. Political flesh and-blood could not be 
expected to undergo the humiliation of complete reversal. 
Far better, 
said those advisers, to let congressmen change the nature but not the 
name Taft-Hartley—and thus save their faces a little. 
All Or Nothing Was Slogan 
But, alas, the intoxication of November wine was too much for the 
Tru Deal celebrants. All or nothing was the slogan. Senator Thomas 
introduced the repealer. 
It is now certain that the Labor bosses will 
not get all they demanded, and they may get nothing. 
Shrewd ob- 
servers are pointing to the crowded Congressional calendar and pre­ 
dicting that no labor bill wdll oe passed this session. 
If that happens, 
the Taft-Hartley Act remains just as the 80th Congress wrote it. 
But a better guess is that there will be a new Labor law—although 
nothing like the Wagner Act. 
Chances are that the bill lately intro­ 
duced by Rep. Wood of Georgia will be the basis of the new law. The 
Wood Bill Is nothing in effect but an amendment of Taft-Hartley, 
something which the labor bosses could have had almost for the asking. 
The new bill simplifies some of the processes of the old law, and it 
adjusts the application of the non-Communist oath so as to include cer­ 
tain company officers and to exclude a few union officers. 
This does 
not satisfy the Labor leaders to any extent. 
In fact, the whole Wood 
Bill is a groat annoyance if »or no other reason than that it was drawn 
on Capitol Hill and not in Jackson Place, the political heartland of the 
Labor Movement. 
Uncertain Memory Remains 
As for the dream of seeing Labor statesmen in high Federal office 
—well, when a dream fades, nothing remains but the uncertain memory. 
It would be hard and maybe impossible to say where the idea originated 
or what its basis was. Ambassador Douglas, suffering from an eye in­ 
jury, may retire from London sooner than was expected, but. it now 
seems improbable that Mr. Tmman will pick a successor from the La­ 
bor ranks, though he might. So far Mr. Truman has not done anything 
to give the Labor Department its expected high place in government 
affairs. The man w»ho gets the biame for this is Secretary Tobin who, 
it is said, has been a keen disappointment. Many who hailed him as a 
Labor statesman now say Tobin has been revealed as “another Irish 
politician’’. 
All this is pretty distressful to those within the Labor Movement, 
and it even draws some sympathy from those on the outside. After all. 
Labor has deserved well of the country in several respects over the 
last two years. Men like Paul Hoffman and Howard Bruce, chief and 
deputy chief of ECA, are frank to say that Labor has done much to 
make the Marshall Plan a success 
Labor’s refusal to follow Henry 
Wallace into a third party still holds the gratitude of Democratic and 
Republican leaders alike. 
Both sides prefer to keep this movement 
within the two-party system. 
And, again, there is gratitude for what 
men like Walter Reuther have done to keep Communists from seizing 
control of the unions. 
But for a variety of reasons things have not broken well for La­ 
bor. At the moment the bosses of Jackson Place have lost their initia­ 
tive. 
They dare not jostle an irritated Congress, for Congress need 
only sit on its hands and do nothing. All in all, these are not happy 
days for the Labor leaders who rejoiced so boisterously last November.

President Wilson also sent 
forces to seize Vera Cruz in 1914 
in a row with Mexico, and in 1916 
sent soldiers across the border in 
pursuit of Paneho Villa, following 
the Mexican leader’s raids on our 
side of the border. On various oc­ 
casions our marines werd sent to 
Nicaragua, Haiti and the Domini­ 
can Republic on executive order 
alone. President McKinley ordered 
United States troops into China 
during the Boxer Rebellion, with­ 
out any decree from Congress. And 
in the early days of World War II, 
when German submarines were 
shooting up our tankens carrying 
oil and other supplies to Great 
Britain in plain view off the shores 
of Florida, destroying them and 
causing the death of United States 
seamen in an effort to block our 
shipment of supplies to Great Brit­

(2) The public is responsi­ 
ble for thinking th at every fam ily 
m ust have a custom -m ade house 
built by local labor. 
L abor leaders and building codes 
have been instru m en tal th m aking 
new houses expensive. T hese co^es 
m ake the building of a p refab ri­ 
cated ohuse, w ith electric w ires 
and plum bing pipes all installed 
im possible. 
T hese cannot be in­ 
spected by local politicians, as they 
are hidden in the cem ent studs 
T his prevents the erection of fac­ 
tory-built houses which are our 
only hope. 
Cellars and Inspectors 
The original purpose of a cellar 
was to serve as a place to keep 
vegetables, fruits, cider, etc., free 
from freezing during th e cold w in­ 
ter. 
Then, w hen coal stoves began 
to be installed, the cellar was used 
to store wood and coal. 
Now. w ith 
oil and gas heating, tfiese_ cellars 
are no longer of use. 
$1,500 can 
be saved by forgetting them . $2,500 
m ore can be saved lay th e use of 
m odern building codes, and reason­ 
able building inspectors. 
At last, building inspectors and. 
old-fashioned codes have run afowl 
of the big shots of the labor m ove­ 
m ent. 
Hence, for the first tim e 
I see a real chance of Jo h n Q. P ub­ 
lic getting a b e tte r house for less 
m oney. 
This is a m ost im portant 
event and has great possibilities. 
Reuther’s Revolutionary Sug­ 
gestion 
H ere is w hat W alter P. R euther 
president 
of 
the 
U nited 
Auto 
W orkers, said in D etroit February 
11: “The housing industry is the 
m ost antiquated in the country. 
It 
is not able to provide th e necessary 
housing to m eet the dem ands of 
the 500,000 new fam ilies created 
annually. ThA answ er to the whole 
problem is m ass production and 
use of the m en and ideas which 
carried the country through the 
war. 
“We have the know-how to split 
atom s and to m ake a plane which 
can go 600 m iles p er hour, but th at 
know-how never has been applied 
to housing. 
I propose the estab­ 
lishm ent of a N ational A uthority to 
handle conversion of certain a ir­ 
plane plants to m ake prefabricated 
houses, and at the same tim e keep 
personnel trained in aircraft pro­ 
duction. 
C onstruction labor would 
not suffer from the m ass produc­ 
tion. 
Instead, it would be relieved 
of the fear of seasonal unem ploy­ 
m ent.’’ 
Houses vs Automobiles 
Mr. 
R eufher's statem ent espe­ 
cially interests m e because of his 
Tonnection w ith th e autom obile in­ 
dustry. 
I have alw ays claim ed th at 
the autom obile engineers and m an­ 
u factu rers hold the key to the solu­ 
tion of the housing problem .

heretofore prevalent idea that each 
fam ily m ust build a differen t house j 
is crazy. 
This is one reason why j 
bricklayers, 
carpenters, 
electri­ 
cians and painters have us by the 
throat. 
Of course, houses 
should 
not 
all be alike any m ore than are 
autom obiles. 
Houses 
should 
be 
differen t 
sizes, 
differen tly 
a r 
ranged, and d ifferen t colors; but 
so are autom obiles. 
I am told th at 
over 
100 
d ifferent 
autom obile 
m odels are on the m ark et today in 


12 differen t colors. 
C ertainly, we 
all should be able to select a house 
which suits us from 100 differen t 
designs in 12 colors. 
Carpenters Need Not Worry 
T here still will be plenty of re ­ 
pair work and rem odeling to keep 
local carpenters and painters busy 
T herefore, to have Mr. R eulher 
the president of one of our m ost 
pow erful labor unions, come out in 
favor of factory b u ilt hom es is a 
trem endous event.

The whiskey industry has been 
put back on the pre-war footing 
again by Food M inister John Stra- 
chey's upping of the barley alloca­ 
tion from 250.000 tons to 300,000 
tons for the next twelve months. 
With barley in the best condition 
it gives distillers the chance to 
beat the 1939 production figure of 
29.1 million gallons. 
The food ministry revealed that, 
although the effects of increased

there will be some increase in the 
releases of whiskey from 
stock 
during this period. The whole of 
this Increase will go for export.

May Win Cold War 
T oynbee, a historian trained to 
take the long view, has told a 
sm all luncheon gathering that such 
m easures as the A tlantic Pact may 
win the cold war w ithout recourse 
to a shooting war 
The good profc :sor believes that 
R ussia is going to be sancl in our 
shoes, crum bs in our bed and a 
b u rr u n d er the saddle for a long 
tim e. But he believes this irritan t 
m ay be ju st what we citizen» of 
the w estern world need to m ake 
us 
im prove 
ourselves 
and 
our 
w orld in general. 
To illu strate better the position 
of 
th e w estern 
peoples and of 
Russia in this fidgety world. Prof. 
T oynbee told a homely story of 
N orth Sea fisherm en in his native - 
E ngland. 
The fishing traw lers, which go 
out 
fo r 
weeks 
at 
a tim e, are 
equipped w ith tanks into which 
the fish 
w ere dum ped to keep 
them alive until the boats get back 
to shore. Even so. the fish w ere | 
flabby and stale 
Only one fishing captain ever 
seem ed able to retu rn with his 
tanks filled w ith fresh, frisky fish, 
lively as the m om ent they w ere 
pulled from the sea and dum ped 
into the tanks. 
Guarded Method Well 
L ike a w onnji w ith a top eul-s 
inary secret, the captain guarded 
his m ethod well until one day he , 
finally told a friend that the clue j 
to his success was sim ple. 
For 


every 
thousand live herrings he 
put into his tanks, the captain put 
in one big. bodacious catfish. 
N aturally, the captain said, tiie 
catfish ate one or two herrings on 
th e way home 
But he kept the 
herrings moving at a lively clip, 
with the result th at the herrings 
reached shore in top condition, as 
opopsed 
to 
the

sluggards 
»board other traw lers. 
Now I would put it to you that 
communism is the catfish of the

Gotta Move Fast 
The professor is obviously say- i 
ing “Fish gotta swim, birds gotta 
fly” and we people in the w estern 
world gotta m ove fast and lively i 
to keep ahead of the Russian cat­ 
fish. 
But by our very efforts to move 
taster than the catfish, we will : 
create a better w orld for ourselves I 
and those who w ant a dem ocratic ' 
life— which is. after all, the only 
way in which we shall save our­ 
selves in the long run. 
Toynbee, 
a 
slight 
m an 
with 
w hite hair and sly sense of hum or, 
has looked back as far as history 
goes He knows wrhat m ade history 
tick in the past. So w;hen he looks 
ahead and sees a light, I feel bet­ 
te r about the whole thing. 
And the professor does see a 
light. He told the luncheon gather- j 
ing that the cold w ar is with us 
for a long tim e. Then he added: 
‘But I believe we can be of j 
good hope because I believe that j 
if we take the opportunity of the , 
cold w’ar to be inspired by it, to 
set o u r owm house in order, to im- j 
prove our own conditions in the j 
w estern world, the fu tu re lie! in 
ou r hands 
and we shall create 
such a social and spiritual clim ate 
in the world that in the end it i 
will, in a ra th e r undram atic and | 
gradual way. affect th e Russian 
one-sixth of the w orld, and m ake 
one w'orld. not in o u r life-tim e 
but in the lifetim e perhaps of our 
children and our grandchildren.”

Scientists 
Working 
On 
Military 
Projects In U.S. Save Dollars 
And Research Time 


By GEORGE MOISE 
(I. N. S. Staff C o rre sp o n d e n t) 
W ASHINGTON, A pril 2 2 — The 
500 G erm an scientists w orking on 
m ilitary 
projects in the 
U nited 
S tates are credited today w ith sav­ 
ing the nation m ore than a billion 
defense dollars and up to ten years 
in research time. 
Navy Capt. Bosquet N. Wev. in 
charge of im portation and distrib u - j 
tion of the scientists since A pril 
1946. also reported th a t about 80 
p er cent of the G erm ans brought 
h ere u n d er the program wish to 
rem ain in the U. S. 
He said that approxim ately 150 
already have applied for citizen­ 
ship. A nother 70 have re tu rn ed to 
G erm any, all but one or two volun­ 
tarily. 
Apply For Citizenship 
Wev spoke only in round figures, 
because the exact num bers of G er­ 
m an scientists in this country is 
a closely guarded secret. He said 
th at of th e 400-odd who w ished to 
stay, about 150 have been g ranted 
p erm an en t im m igration status, and 


th at all of those have applied for 
citi7.enship. 
The arm ed services, W ev said, 
have estim ated th a t the G erm ans 
have saved them twy> to ten years 
of tim e in research. He added that 
one of th e th ree services— he did 
not specify w hich— said th a t a bil­ 
lion dollars in research funds have 
been saved through the use of G er­ 
m an brains while each of th e o th er 
two branches placed th e ir savings 
in hu n d red s of m illions. 
Wev pointaed out th a t th e scien­ 
tists w orking for the natio n al m ili­ 
tary establishm ent should be d is­ 
tinguished from G erm an specialists 
and technical experts b ro u g h t to 
the U. S. u n d er various exchange 
program s 
The defense departm ent, which 
brought th e m ilitary scientists to 
this country, has nothing to do 
with the exchange G erm ans, wno 
come to the U. S. tem porarily, for ; 
six-week to six-m onth periods. 
Wev pointed out that all th e spe­ 
cialists brought over by th e de­ 
fense dep artm en t had been c are­ 
fully screened. In addition, he said, 
they are under constant surveil­ 
lance until they are given p erm is­ 
sion to rem ain in the U. S. p e r­ 
m anently. 


JOBS UPON A TIME 


FREDERIC C H O PIN was a fa­ 
mous m usical com poser and pianist, 
born in Zelazowa-W ola, n e a r W ar­ 
saw, Poland, Feb. 22, 1810 
He 
m ade his debut as a pianist in 
Vienna in 1829, left th ere in 1931 
intending to go on to London, but 
when he reached P aris he settled 
there for life. 
He is called “the 
lyrical com poser p a r excellence.” 
His association w ith M me. D ude- 
cant, noted novelist whose books 
w ere published u n d er th e psue- 
donym of G eorge Sand, was an im ­ 
portant part of his life, and w hen 
they ‘p a rte d ’ it "broke up his life.” 
His last y ears 
w ere a constant 
struggle w ith tuberculosis, and he 
died Oct. 17. 1849, at the age of 
39 


Feb. 19, 1843, in M adrid. Spain. 
Was tau g h t singing in America and 
began her public career in New 
Y ork's concert halls when she was 
seven years old.

SELECT MATERIALS FOR HOME 
GROUNDS 
April is the month for selecting 
plant 
m aterials 
for 
the 
home 
grounds. Careful consideration to 
kind of plants will pay off in added 


satisfaction from better arrange­ 
ment and better display when they 
come into bloom or full foliage. 
Plant for immediate effect and 
long-range benefit. Avoid short­ 
lived kinds which outgrow their 
position too soon. 
A few plants, either narrow- 
leaved or broad-leaved evergreens, 
some flowering shrubs, and per­ 
haps a few perennials will add 
charm to the surroundings. A few 
shade trees, or long-lived types, 
will provide the necessary shade 
and windbreak. 
In planting, rem em ber th at soil 
preparation is very im portant. The 
planting areas should be prepared

in advance of the tim e of planting. 
If broad-leaved or other acid-lov­ 
ing plants are to be used, care 
should he given to the placem ent 
of 
well-decomposed

These m ater­ 
ials should be placed to a depth 
of 18 inches and the plants set 
slightly deeper than they stood in 
the nursery. With most shrubs, 
shade trees, and perennials, the 
soil should be prepared as deeply, 
but well-decomposed cow m anure 
should 
be 
incorporated 
in 
the 
planting area. If the soil is of good 
structure, this m anure can be om it­ 
ted. Do not set plants too deeply.
